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WAS BOMB TARGET 


Walls of Building Made 
Weak by Digging in 
Cellar, He Says. 


STRUCTURE BLOWN UP, 
INSPECTOR DECLARES 


Chief Will Not Investigate 
Threatening Note; Nothing 
to It, He Asserts. 


Despite insistence of the building in- 
spector’s office that a blast of some de- 
scription was responsible for the col- 
lapse late Saturday of the northeast 
corner of the Fellowship Forum head- 
quarters, at 339 Pennsylvania avenue 
northwest, police yesterday refused fo 
give credence to the theory. 

“Why, it’s a joke to suppose that the 
building was blown up,” Maj. Edwin 
B. Hesse, chief of police, said last night. 
“The building is an old one, and its 
walls were weakened by the digging 
they had been doing in the basement 
to put in new presses.” 

Col. John W. Oehmann, building in- 
spector for the District, made two trips 
to the scene yesterday morning. While 
his official report will await a final in- 
spection after the removal of all debris 
today, he did not hesitate to confirm 
the preliminary report of his assistant, 
Herbert Bogart, who Saturday night 
declared an explosion responsible fon 
the crash. 

“Considering the construction of the 
building, it is peculiar that the wall 
literally should have fallen upon itself, 
as it did, if there were no blast,” Col. 
Oehmann said. “Under normal condi- 
tions it would have fallen away from 
the building, for there were arches and 
steel beams to prevent its falling in 
2 pile. 

Arguments Against Collapse. 

“There are many other arguments 
against a collapse. It is known that 
the corner of a building is its strong- 
est point. The walls in this case were 
lightly loaded, and there are no cracks 
in those remaining up. Then too, it 
is an abnormal condition for the debris 
to be highest near the building.” 

A note that was found yesterday 
afternoon at the scene of the crash by 
Policeman M. A. Kelly, of the Sixth 
Precinct, produced no stir at police 
headquarters despite its violent terms, 
and a threat to “blow the hell” out of 
Washington. 

The note was written in black ink 
on both sides of a piece of white sta- 
tionery, about 5 by 8 inches. The 
handwriting almost was illegible, and 
the grammar bad, apparently intention- 
ally so. It was addressed to “Monsieur 
Hearst, Editor, New York City.” Kelly 
found it crumpled in a ball and lay- 
ing near the debris. 

After reading the note Maj. Hesse 
declared he “saw nothing in it” and 
would not take the trouble to have it 
investigated. “You newspaper boys 
have put this up on us,” he said re- 
proachfully to reporters who questioned 
him. 

Machines Crash to Alley. 

The writer, who signed his name 
“Estonsky,” after a brief exposition of 
the meaning of anarchy and a defense 
of Sacco and Vanzetti, declared “when 
you murder our two comrades we wif 
begin a war on the money class in this 

_ country which will strike terror to their 
souls and will be frightful to a degree 
of frightfulness hitherto before un- 
known in the world. 

“I am now in Washington,” it read, 
“awaiting resolution of case of the two 
comrades. When they are murdered 
immediately after action will occur 
very frightful here. Because here we 
can strike terror to all the rest of the 
country. Your polisia, bah! I say they 
could not catch the cold. They do not 
know we are here in the City of Wash- 
ington, which we will blow the hell 
out of.” 

Burton H. Lamore, language expert 
for the Department of State, last night 
expressed the opinion that the letter 
writer was not a Russian, although try- 
ing to give this impression. “No can 
tell you what I want to say, or I would 
in Russ,” is an example of this. 

Mr. Lamore points out that the 
writer’s use of the preposition “to” is 
more characteristic of the Romance 
than of the Russian tongue. Articles 
are used freely, although they appear 
infrequently in Russian usage, he said.

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'Gen. Wood Will Be Buried 


In Arlington Tomorrow 


Grave Will Be in Plot Reserved for Rough Rider Regi- 
ment He Commanded—War Department Officials 
Pay Tribute to Departed Soldier. 


(Associated Press) 
Military and official Washington pre- 
pared yesterday to pay a “last salute” 
to one of the Nation’s outstanding sol- 
diers, Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, who 
died in the early morning hours at Bos- 
on. 

With colors at half mast the Army 
that he served for more than two score 
years, sorrowfully made arrangements 
for his burial here tomorrow in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery alongside his 
comrades of the Spanish-American War, 
The body will arrive here early to- 
morrow morning accompanied by his 
widow and a military escort and, under 
present plans of the War Department, 
will be taken immediately to the ceme- 
tery. Along Pennsylvania avenue and 
the winding road to Arlington across 
the Potomac River, the military escort 
from Boston will be supplemented by 
the Third Cavalry, the Sixteenth Field 
Artillery, a battalion of Infantry and 
a detachment of Engineers. 

The burial in Arlington will’ be at 
the request of Mrs. Wood, who asked 


that the body be placed tn a little plot 
reserved for members of the “Rough 
Riders” Regiment which he commanded 
during the War with Spain. 

Speaking yesterday in behalf of the 
War Department, Assistant Secretary 
MacNider, in a message of condolence 
to Mrs. Wood said that “Every citizen 
who has our good at heart mourns with 
you.” 

“The Army of the United States 
stands at last salute to a great sol- 
dier, a great administrator and a great 
American.” 

The Assistant Secretary also issued

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QUCCESOOR TO GEN. WOUD 
DISCUSSED IN RAPID CITY 


Coolidge Also Is Expected to 
Press Creation of an 
Insular Bureau.

Rapid City, S. Dak., Aug. 7.—The 
death of Maj.

The President is known to favor, and 
has so recommefided to Congress, that 
a bureau be created to administer to 
this country’s insular possessions, in- 
cluding the Philippines, and his pres- 
ent thought is that the bureau should 
be located in the Interior Department. 
Secretary of the Interior Work is ex- 
pected to come here Wednesday, and 
at that time the plan will be further 
discussed. 

Gen. Wood was one of those who 
thought the Philippines should remain 
under the War Department, although 
he did not actively oppose the Presi- 
dent’s idea. Mr. Coolidge only recently 


made known that he had no criticism 


to make against the military’s hand- 
ling of the islands and that it was but 
natural that it should have been given 
the job at the first. But he believes 
now that the Insular Bureau could best 
govern the islands. 

Although he approved of the Insular 
Bureau plan several years ago, he has 
not taken any initiative in pressing it. 

Now that he is confronted with a 
change in the government of the is- 
lands it is indicated that he will once 
more advance the plan and perhaps 
give it more than just his moral sup- 
port.

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 7 (A.P.).—The 
heir to the British throne, the Vice 
President of the United States, the 
premiers of Great Britain and Canada, 
and the Secretary of State of the 
United States, representing President 
Coolidge, gathered today.on the site 
of an ancient battleground to dedi- 
cate the new peace bridge spanning 
the Niagara River. 

Whether speaking for empire or re- 
public, State or province, dominion or 
city, the distinguished visitors pledged 
anew the continuance of the friendly 
relations which for more than a cen- 
tury have existed between the United 
States and Great Britain and Eng- 
land’s North American colony, the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

Expressing the hope that the span 
of steel would serve as a perpetual re- 
minder of peace, the Prince of Wales 
reminded his listeners “that to seek 
peace and insure it, is the first and 
highest duty both ot this generation 
and of those which are yet to come.” 

“May this bridge be not only a 
physical and material link between 
Canada and the United States,” His 
Royal Highness continued, “but may it 
also be symbolical of the maintenance 
of their friendly contacts by those 
who live on both sides of this fron- 
tier.”

| Elimination of Noise A 
Claimed by Scientist 


Chicago, Ill, Aug. 7 (A.P.).— 
Science has found a way to elimi- 
nate notse, Prof. D. A. Laird, of Col- 
gate and Northwestern universities, 
said today. 


Success of e::periments being con- 
ducted will mean much greater ef- 
ficiency among industrial workers, 
Prof. Laird declared. Special ap- 
paratus intended to eliminate noise 
in offices will be tested here this 
week.

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POSTOFFICE SAFE YIELDS 
OVER $1,000 10 THIEVES 


Two Brothers of Cherry Hill, 
Where Robbery Was Staged, 
Questioned by Police. 


STORE MAN LOSES $1,470 


The United States postoffice and gen-~- 
eral store at Che Hill, Va., about 30 
miles south of Alexandria, was looted 
py thieves in the early hours of yester- 
day morning, more than $1,500 in 
money belonging to the Government 
and to the proprietor of the store being 
stolen from the safe. 

Prince William County authorities 
yesterday afternoon questioned two 
brothers living in Cherry Hill, but were 
unable to obtain any evidence which 
would have warranted their being held. 
Their Bertillon measurements were 
taken, however, and will be compared 
with State records. 

The thieves were apparently familiar 
with conditions in the town and with 
the “lay of the land” within the store, 
which houses the postoffice. They forced 
their way in through a rear door by 
“easing” a heavy iron bar from the 
hasps which held it. 

Once in they battered the small safe, 
used jointly by the postmaster and 
storekeeper until they forced the door. 
A heavy sledge hammer which it is be- 
lieved the thieves used was found a 
short distance away beside the District 
incinerator plant, to which it belonged. 

From the safe the robbers took $71 
belonging to the postoffice, “according 
to Postmaster George E. Soutter. The 
larger amount taken, $1,470, was the 
property of W. O. Bushey, proprietor 
of the store. 

A liberty bond, and a quantity of 
bulk stamps which were in the safe 
were undisturbed, although a revolver 
was stolen. The thieves, after looting 
the safe, went to the stamp window 
nearby, and removed a few dollars in 
change. 

The, robbery was discovered about 8 
o’clock yesterday morning by Mr. 
Bushey, when he arrived at the store 
from his home. He expressed the 
opinion that the robbers were familiar 
with local conditions.

Curtiss Field, N. Y., Aug. 7 (A.P.).— 
Edward F. Schlee, Detroit business man, 
today announced details of his plans 
for a round-the-world flight to start 
from Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, 
within ten days, in an effort to break 
the present record of 28 days, estab- 
lished by Evans and Wells. 

The flight will be made in a Stinson 
monoplane, and will take Schlee and 
his pilot, William Brock, a former air 
mail pilot, over a computed distance 


time of 240 hours. 

The entire trip will be made within 
20 days, Schlee estimated today. 

Schlee and Brock will fly to Wash- 
ington tomorrow to confer with Maj. 
Gen. Mason M. Patrick, chief of the 
Army Air Service, to arrange for radio 
beacons to guide them from Tokyo to 
Honolulu. 

Christening to Be Tomorrow. 

Leaving Washington Tuesday they 
will fly to Detroit, where the plane will 
be christened the Pride of Detroit, by 
Schlee’s 10-year-old daughter, 

As soon as preparations have been 
completed in Detroit and navigating in- 
struments installed, the plane will fly 
to Harbour Grace, Newfoundland, 
where the airmen will await favorable 
weather conditions for their hop to 
London. 

The plane is equipped with a 200- 
horsepower Wright engine, and is simi- 
lar to the Bellanca monoplane Colum- 
bia and the Spirit of St. Louis. It has 
@ cruising speed of 116 miles an hour. 

Spare Engines Shipped. 


Spare engines have been shipped to 
Munich, Germany and to Tokyo, Schlee 
said, to be, at hand in the event that 
their present engine fails. The plane 
will carry a regular army 15-day ra- 
tions kit and an air raft. 

The flight, financed entirely by 
Schlee, will cost approximately $50,000. 
Stops will be made at London, Con- 
stantinople, Calcutta, Manila, Honolulu, 
San Francisco, Cheyenne, Wyo.; Chi- 
cago, Detroit, and back to the New- 
foundland starting point. 

The plane will be equipped with a 
radio set and will carry 400 gallons of 
gasoline. Fully loaded the plane weighs 
5,050 pounds. Supplies of oil, gasoline 
and rations have been arranged for 
along the route of the flight, Schlee 
said.

IN VIRTUAL WAR OTATE 


‘Unwarned Alpine Climbers} 


Who Cross Line Seized; Pass- 
ports Not Respected. 


VAST MANEUVERS GO ON 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) : 

Paris, Aug. 7.—What is practically a 
state of war prevails along the entrance 
to the Italian Alpine border following 
the action of Italian authorities in clos- 
ing all passes to peaks of the frontier 
range to tourists, regardless of na- 
tionality, and even if they are provid- 
ed with passports and visas. This ac- 
tion evidently was designed to preserve 
secrecy about the Alpine military ma- 
neuvers which Italy is carrying out on 
a large scale this summer, filling the 
most remote mountain valleys and 
rocky ridges with troops, guns and war 
material. 

Numerous tourists hunting in the 
mountains, unaware of these regula- 
tions, not officially announced, are be- 
ing arrested on reaching Italian terri- 
tory, where they are surprised to learn 
that their visas and passports are 
worthless. Nobody is permitted to en- 
ter Italy except via the high roads and 
railway lines. A party of English and 
French Alpinists climbing Ruiter Gla- 
cier Mountain, 13,000 feet high from 
the French side, found Italian troops 
with machine guns encamped in the 
snow on the summit, which is in Ital- 
ian *erritory, and were ordered back to 
France. 

Prof. and Mrs, K. M. Leys, of Oxford, 
England, who crossed from France to 
Italy over Col de Rhemes on a walking 
tour were arrested at the first Italian 
village and held locked in their hotel 
room all night despite their visaed 
British passports. They the. were sent 
to Aoasta where authorities, as “a 
favor’’ ordered their expulsion to France 
over little St, Bernard pass. 

After climbing. -unt Lavanna, a dif- 
ficult snow peak, two French Alpinists, 
who attempted to descend on Ceresole, 
Italy, were turned back by the Italians 
and were compelled, although they 
showed their visaed passports and night 
was coming on, to climb back over the 
glaciers to France in peril of their lives. 

Tourists are indignant over the Ital- 
ian action, which renders excursions to 


the Franco-Italian Alps impossible at 
the height of the tourist season.

“Next month 100,000 Americans will 
travel to Chicago to witness an exhibi- 


ment said. “We call 100,000 Americans 
to come to Boston this week to watch 
solemnly the crucifixion of American 
justice at the ‘Cradle of Liberty.’ ” 

Asserting that a moment of “national 
emergency exists” and that “the ghosts 
of the Salem witch-burners are stalking 
the streets of Boston,” the statement 
calls on.“the leaders of American let- 
ters, science, art, education and social 
reform to lead the peaceful demonstra- 
tion at the Charlestown Jail.” 

“Come by train and boat; come on 
foot or in your car. Come to Boston. 
Let all the roads of the Nation con- 
verge on Beacon Hill. Come armed with 
a black band on your sleeve; come arm- 
ed with inextinguishable faith that 
Sacco and Vanzetti must and shall live. 

“All the leading organizations of the 
country, including the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the American Civil 
Liberties Union, the Socialist party, the 
Workers party, the Civic Club of New 
York, are requested to send delegates,” 
the statement concludes. 


Meeting Broken Up. 


Police late today broke. up several 
attempts to stage a Sacco-Vanzetti pro- 
test meeting on Boston common unde 
permits held by other ocialist spea 
Several arrests were made and gr 
excitement seized a crowd estimated a 
6,000 to 10,000 persons, but no vio- 
lence was reported. 

The first meeting was called at “tree 
No. 9,” under a permit issued .to Al- 
fred Baker Lewis, of the Socialist Party 
of Massachusetts, who immediately 
turned it over to members of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti defense committee. 

As the first speaker, Arturo M. Gio- 
vannitti, who was an alibi witness for 
the condemned men at the Sacco-Van- 
zetti triai, mounted a temporary 
stand, Police Superintendent Michael 
H. Crowley pushed to the front and 
informed him that the permit for the 
meeting was suspended. 


Giovannitti Is Removed. 


The speaker and several near him 
started to protest. The excitement 
Spread through the crowd, but at the 
first surge toward the speaker’s stance 
two mounted officers rode into the 
mall and, aided by 50 plain clothes 
men and reserves rushed from downe 
town stations, began an immediate 
break-up of the crowd. Giovannitti was 
taken from the scene in a _ patrol 
wagon.

President Quezon Says. 
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Manila, P. I., Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Manila | 
was stunned by the news of Gov. Gen. 
Leonard Wood’s death, and friends and 
political Opponents united in paying 
tribute to his courage, to his devotion, 
to his ideals and to the unflagging zeal | 
with which he tackled problems of 


colonial administration. 
The shock of his death 


was the 


‘greater because his friends all expected 


him to return here next September. 

Acting Gov. Gen. Eugene A. Gilmore 
is absent on a trip to one of the South- 
ern islands. He was notified by radio. 

Senator Sergio Osmena, one of the 
principal leaders of the opposition to 
Gov. Gen. Wood, was one of those who 
issued a statement. paying tribute to 
his late political opponent. 


Always Hard Worker. 


“I heard of Gen. Wood’s death with 
profound sorrow,” said Osmena. “We 
have had our political disagreements, 
Wood always tried to do his 
best and what in his honest opinion 
was right. He was an indefatigable 
worker. Last year, when he was ill, I 
had many opportunities to observe how 
hard and how continuously he worked.” 

Both American and Filipino com- 
munities expressed a keen sense of the 
loss they feel in Gen. Wood’s death. 

“I am inexpressibly shocked by the 
news,” said Rear Admiral Sumner E. 
W. Kittelle, commander of the Six- 
teenth naval district, with headquar- 
ters at Cavite, Philippine Islands. “Gov. 
Gen. Wood will pass into history as 
the greatest of colonial governors. An- 
other magnificent soldier has. passed 
away on the firing line, devoting the 
last moments of his life to the service 
of his country. No man of our genera- 
tion served America in a greater or 
more unselfish manner. As a states- 
man, he will be genuinely and uni- 
versally mourned.” 

Senate President Manuel Quezon also 
expressed sorrow over Gen. Wood’s 
death: : 

“It was with the deepest regret and 
sorrow that I heard of it,” declared 
Quezon. “Everybody knows that Gov. 
Gen. Wood and myself disagreed on 
almost every fundamental issue affect- 
ing the Philippines, from the questions 
of independence and interpretation of 
the Jones law down to the disposition 
of the puble domain and administra- 
tion of government-owned companies. 

“But during all these years I have 
never had any disagreeable incident of 
a personal character in my dealings 
with him. On the contrary, our per- 
sonal relations have always been friend- 
ly. I admired in him the courage with 
which he fought for his ideas, and he 
never resented the frankness with 
which I expressed to him my views 
when we weren’t in accord. He was): 
always courteous to me. He was a 
hard-working chief executive, and al- 
ways determined in his purpose to do 
the right thing as he saw it.” 


Sympathy for Widow. 


Manuel Roxas, speaker of the insular 
house of representatives, paid another 
tribute to the late governor general, 
expressing sympathy for Mrs. Wood in 
her sorrow. 

“I am painfully surprised by the news 
of Gov. Gen. Wood’s sudden death,” 
said Roxas. “My feeling for his taking 
off is one of sincefe, profound sorrow. 
Widely as he differed with the repre- 
sentatives of the Filipino people on the 
fundamentals of government and pol- 
icy, it should be said that he pursued 
his course with unwavering loyalty to 
his convictions. As a friend I mourn 
his loss and sympathize with his widow, 
the devoted, self-sacrificing comrade of 
his life, in her bereavement. 

“As a public man I say:

FIVE MEN ROB HOTEL: 
MANAGER KIDNAPED 


Official Hurled Down Sisive 
by Bandits; $30,000 
Taken by Gang. 


Chicago. Aug. 7-—-Five masked men 
believed to have been well known Chi- 


cago gansters swept into the Edgmere 
Hotel at South Haven, Mich., shortly 
before daylight today, raided the office 
safe, kidnaped the manager and escaped 
with loot estimated at $30,000. 

The manager, A. M. Greenberg, was 
taken by the bandits into their auto- 
mobile and hhuled 15 miles.

Federal Trade Body Exceeds 
Authority, Operators and 
Millers Charge. 


STATION WBBR APPEALS 


Coal, bread and radio are first on the 
list of subjects to be taken up by 
the Court of Appeals when it resumes 
its sessions in October. The coal is an 
old subject, but the bread and the 
radio are new. It is probable that the 
radio will come ahead of the cases 
involving bread and coal if the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission and its oppo- 
nent, the Peoples’ Pulpit Association, 
which operates station WBBR, are 
ready to “tune in” in time. 

The Federal Trade Commission is 
invoived in both the coal and bread 
cases. It appealed from an order of 
the Equity Court restraining prosecu- 
tions of the mid-Western coal oper- 
ators who. declined to answer question- 
naires concerning both their inter- 
state and intrastate business. The 
commission also appealed from the 
order quashing subpenas upon the 
Millers’ National Federation at Chicago 
under which the commission at- 
tempted to investigate the milling and 
baking business of the Nation. 

Congress authorized both investiga- 
tions as it was anxious to learn about 
everything connected with the cost of 
putting a ton of coal in the cellar of 
the consumer and the cost of putting 
a loaf of bread upon the table. But 
opponents of these investigations con- 
tended in each instance that the com- 
mission had exceeded its lawful au- 
thority. Their contentions were sus- 
tained in the lower court and the com- 
mission appealed. 


The appellate court has been asked 
to dismiss the injunction granted the 
coal operators on the ground of the 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the cases inyolving the steel 
and pig iron industry, which involved 
somewhat the same questions of law, 
but the coal] operators say that in their 
cases the penalties for refusing to 
answer questionnaires have begun to 
run, whereas in the steel cases the 
penalties had not begun to run. 

Station WBBR, located at Rossville, 
N. Y., objected to the wave length al- 
lotted by the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion and filed a petition for an in- 
junction. This is the first case in 
which the power of the commission to 
regulate the radio is to be tested in 
the courts.

“The Army has not only lost a great 
soldier,” he added, “but the country 
has lost a great patriot and public 
servant whom death alone could part 
from his post of duty.” 

Aside from officials of the Govern- 
ment, the general's death. came as a 
shock to his many friends in. private 
life in the Capital, a number of whom 
have felt for some time that his duties 
as governor general of the Philippines 
might be overtaxing his strength. 

It was recalled here that his ad- 
ministration in the islands had been 
a tempestuous one and that almost 
from the day he took office—October 
15, 1922—he found himself in sharp 
conflict with the two outstanding 
nationalistic leaders, Manuel Quezon, 
president of the senate, and Man- 
uel Roxas, speaker of the house, who 
bitterly opposed his policies and sev- 
eral times had the legislature adopt 
resolutions demanding his recall. 


Backed by Harding and Coolidge. 


Throughout the long struggle, Gen. 
Wood had the full support of Presi- 
dent Harding. who appointed him; 
Secretary Weeks and President Cool- 
idge. The administration at home de- 
clined to interfere with his work, hold- 
ing that he was competent and capable, 
and several of his acts which created 
furores in Manila were publicly ap- 
proved. 

The governor general also had the 
sympathy of the Moro chieftains and 
of the Democratic party and finally 
was given unqualified indorsement by 
Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo, the _ retired 
rebel chieftain, who declared Gen. 
Wood had the interest of the Filipinos 
at heart. 

Carmi Thompson, who went to the 
Philippines in 1926 as the personal 
envoy of President Coolidge, declared 
in his report that “on the whole Gen. 
Wood is to be recommended for his 
efficient conduct of affairs during his 
administration.” 


Favored “Civil Rule.” 

Mr. Thompson, however, urged the 
breaking of the deadlock between Gen. 
Wodd and the legislature and the crea- 
tion of a “civil rule” and the removal 
of the “military atmosphere” in the 
insular executive branch of the gov- 
ernment. 

Gen. Wood in a published article 
subsequently defended the appoint- 
ment of Army officers in his cabinet, 
declaring that the idea that regular of- 
ficers were temperamentally unfit for 
civilian duty in peace time was er- 
roneous. 

Before becoming chief executive of 
the islands, Gen, Wood investigated 
conditions there for President Harding 
and reported against the granting of 
independence. This report, made public

TUBERCULOSIS LAID 


TO SCANTY CLOTHING 


Light Dress of Women Fills 
State’s 20 Hospitals, 
Doctor Says. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 7.—Scantiness 
in modern women’s dress is primarily 
responsible for the tuberculosis problem, 
according to Dr. Hoye E. Dearholt, chief 
of staff, who reported today that for 
the first time in the history of Wiscon- 
sin Tuberculosis Association, all of the 


State’s twenty sanatoriums are filled 
with patients seeking recovery from the 
white plague. At many of the insti- 
tutions there are long waiting lists, 
the physician declared. — 

Girls between 15 and 25, striving for 
a boyish figure and wearing scanty 
clothing, have lowered their resistance 
to a point where they are easy prey 
of the disease, 

“There is a point in the race for 
scanty clothing at which a girl must 
stop, lest the body be chilled too much 
and weakened. A point somewhere be- 
tween the petticoat of two decades ago 
and the extreme flimsiness of present- 
day dress would be ideal,” Dr. Dearholt 
said. 

The unprecedented number of pa- 
tients in the State sanatoriums this 
year is partially due to a vigorous cam- 
paign to induce sufferers to remain 
during the summer to hasten their 
cure. Heretofore tuberculosis victims 
have flocked to the sanatoriums in 
winter, but left in the summer to un- 
dertake voluntary outdoor treatment.

Demonstration In Paris. 


Paris, Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Five thousand 
manifestants, carrying hundreds of red | 
flags, marched outside the gate of Paris 
into the Bois de Vincennes, where this 
afternoon they held a’ demonstration 
as a protest against the impending ex- 
ecution of Sacco and Vanzetti in 

assachusetts. The government had 
forbidden the demonstration to take 
place inside the capital gates. 

Signorina Luigia Vanzetti, sister of 
the condemned man, led the parade of 
many thousands out through the city’s 
eastern gate into the Bois de Vincennes. 

There were many red flags in the 
parade and numerous banners, some of 
which the police ordered destroyed, 
considering them too insulting to 
America. The banner which Signorina | 
Vanzetti carried bore the. appeal: 

“Parisian people, save my brother 
and Sacco. Thanks.” 

On the reverse side was: | 

“People of France, the lives of my | 
brother and Sacco are in your hands.” 

Other banners in the parade were 
labeled: 

“Justice! Justice! They are inno-| 
cent,” and “Justice—Sacco and Vanzetti | 
were condemned to electrocution be- 
cause they were friends of the people. 
Save them!”

When the demonstrators arrived in | 
the Bois de Vincennes, where the com- 
munist and radical leaders had been | 
told by the police they would be al- 
lowed to go, several speakers began to) 
speak. Most of the crowd, however, 
began to shout: “To Paris! To Paris!”

city in small groups, It all ended as | 
well ordered as it had begun. 

A number of radical deputies were | 
among the leaders of the parade, which 
began about 3 o’clock. The crowd hav-| 
ing commenced to assemble. in the) 
outer eastern boulevards about 1) 
o’clock, by 6 o’clock this evening it 
was all over, fand most of those who | 
had participated were crowding the} 
cafe tables in the East End of Paris, | 
for it was a hot, sunny day, very pro- 
voking of thirst. 

The demonstrations in Paris and ac- 
counts of the violence in the United 
States fill columns in all the papers, | 
which are giving more prominence to 
the Sacco-Vanzetti affair than to any 
other news. 

Meanwhile, the American Embassy, 
the chancellery and the consulate are 
heavily guarded. More than a score of 
police are at each of these places, A 
smaller guards also is stationed outside 
a number of American business and 
newspaper cffices. 


London Throngs. Parade. 


London, Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Several 
thousand Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers 
today paraded from Trafalgar Square to 
the American Embassy in Grosvernor 
Gardens, with the avowed purpose of 
asking Ambassador A. B. Houghton to 
forward resolutions of protest against 
the forthcoming execution of the con- 
demned men to President Coolidge and 
Gov. Alvan T. Fuller, of Massachusetts. 

Strong forces of mounted police ac- 
companied the demonstrators, who 
marched to communistic airs, played 
by bands. 

The United States Embassy was found 
to be heavily guarded by police. Three 
delegates from among the paraders were 
admitted, and subsequently six more 
were allowed to enter. After a short 
interview, all of them came out and 
the spokesman announced to the crowd 
that the people they wanted to see were 
reported to be away. The spokesman 
declared that they did not propose to 
accept this statement fro mthe em- 
bassy, but would make a further dem- 
onstration in Hyde Park. The proces- 
sion then reformed and marched to 
the park, where speeches were delivered. 

The. Sacco-Vanzetti demonstration 
was combined with a “no more war” 
demonstration. It started on the em- 
bankment, by the “hames and the 
marchers proceeded toward Trafalgar 
Square. 


Rail Strike for Argentine. 


Buenos Aires, Aug. 7 (A.P.).—Joining 
the movement which has been organ- 
ized by labor elements as a protest | 
against the impending execution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti in Massachusetts, 
the railroad workers have decided to 
halt their activities on August 10, the 
date set for the executions. The train 
crews will suspend work for. fifteen 
minutes, while the workers at the 
shops intend to abstain from work for 
24 hours.

Certainly it was the first time 
in such a network of broadcasting sta- 
tions extending from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, including several Cana- 
dian stations and reaching well into the 
Southland of our own country. 

The first words of his speech, 
lasted exactly one minute, were: 

“IT am very happy to be present with 
the prime ministers of Great Britain 
and Canada for the dedication of the 
bridge commemorating peace which has 
now happily endured between the 
United States and Canada for a cen- 
tury. May it serve to continually re-

'mind those who use it that to pursue 


peace is the highest duty of those yet 
to come.” 

The voice of the prince sounded 
hoarse, a trifle tired, and very British, 
but not so much as that of Stanley 
Baldwin, prime minister of Great Bri- 
tain. Premier Baldwin’s voice was as 
characteristic of the country from 
which he hails as was that yesterday of 
Smith of New York. 
'So perfect were the reception condi- 
tions on the air, 
time of the year and in the daytime, 
that with the aid of news photographs 


| and the movies it was possible to pic- 


ture these interesting personalities al- 
most as if one were actually seeing 
them. 


Speeches Are Brief. 


A thing which was noticed by list-|

When 
the 174th Regiment Band, of Buffalo, 
struck up a march it came through as 
naturally as if the band had been 
parading dowa Pennsylvania avenue. 

In fact, the radio audience didn’t 
seem to miss a thing except the sound 
the golden scissors made when Mrs. 
Charles G. Dawes, along with Mrs. Will- 
iam D. Moss, wife of the Lieutenant 
Governor of Canada, snipped the white 
ribbon which formally opened the 
bridge. However, this may have been 
made up for, to feminine listeners at 
least, when Announcer Milton J. Cross 
described Mrs. Dawes’ costume, which, 
briefly, was a green dress and a green 
hat. 

Program Is Given, 

The first voice heard over the 
in Washington was that of Charles 
M. Schwab, the master builder, who 
supplied the steel for the great bridge. 
This was a part of the preliminary 
celebration on the American § side. 
Thereafter was heard the singing of the 
Orpheus Chorus of 200 voices. Later 
the official celebration came over the 
radio on the following schedule:

| Welcoming the British royal and dis- 
tinguished guests to the United States 
'in the name of President Coolidge, 
| spoke of differences that will arise to 
| test American-Canadian friendship, but 
added: 

“They are such as have been settled 
and can be settled by the exercise of 
tolerance and patience and the appli- 
cation of good common sense.”’ 

Premier Baldwin was more direct. 
Speaking of the years of British-Ameri- 
can peace, he said: 

“Problems have arisen and will arise. 
Opinions will vary how they shall be 
solved. 

“Only recently we have had to differ 
for a moment; but we Know in our 
hearts it does not affect our friendship. 
Statesmen of the past, as this bridge 
testifies, have well and truly laid the 
foundations of friendship and good 
will in the hearts of our peoples.” — 

Mr. Dawes said “temporary misun- 
derstandings” might annoy British- 
American relations and “be exploited 
by the few,” but they were “only eddys 
in the great current of fixed public 
opinion.” 

“When any differences among them- 
selves assume real importance in the 
mind of the English-speaking peoples 
there will come from their hearts and 
conscience — inarticulate on _—itrivial 
things—a universal cry for peaceful 
and reasonable adjustment,” he said. 


Geneva “An Incident.” 


The Geneva meeting was only an in- 
cident in the ownward march of the 
principle established at the Washing- 
ton conference under which Great 
Britain and the United States “pledged 
themselves to equality in naval 
strength,” he continued. 

“Perhaps before this (Geneva confer- 
ence) there was not the preliminary 
careful appraisement by each conferee 
of the necessities of the other—per- 
'haps too exclusive concentration by 
each conferee upon the necessities of 
his own nation resulted in prede- 
termined ultimatums before a compari- 
| om of views—-perhaps the public an- 
|nouncement of respective programs 
| early in the conference produced fears 
| of domestic public repercussion if they 


were reasonably modified, as would be 
necessary to effect an agreement.”

Secretary Kellogg and Premier Bald- 
win had only brief opportunity to re- 
hew the acquaintanceship which began 
when Mr. Kellogg was American Am- 
bassador in London. They met only 
in the arranged program of the bridge 
dedication and there was no chance for 
private conferences. As a matter of 
fact, neither official had given any in- 
dication of a desire for such a meeting. 

It was obvious that it. still is too 
early for taking up informally the ques- 
tion of how the difficulties encountered 
at Geneva are to be overcome by dip- 
lomatic means, as Mr. Kellogg declared 
in Washington on the day the Geneva 
meeting adjourned, he expected them 
to be overcome at an early date. 


The Actual Opening. 


The actual opening of the bridge took 
place at the International boundary 
line at the center of the bridge when 
the British and Canadain parties were 
met by their American hosts. A bril- 
liant ribbon stretched from rail to rail, 
alone barred their passage. On the side 
of the bridge over which Canadian traf- 
fic will flow into the United States, 
Mrs. Dawes cut away the ribbon, while 
on the opposite side, Mrs. W. D. Ross, 
wife of Lieutenant Governor of Ontario, 
did like service for the lane of American 
traffic. 

Then the two parties joined to be 
Whirled over a half mile of stone and 
steel to the tented platform where the 
Official ceremonies were held, with 
thousands gathered from both sides of 
t > river to witness the proceedings, 


and where troops of the National 
Guard of New York, the Naval Militia 
and the music of the military bands 
and a strong voiced chorus joined to 
accord them welcome. 

Although on his present tour of 
Canada, the Prince of Wales had once 
before been in American territory while 
voyaging among the Thousar | Islands, 
today marke’ his \‘sit to tlc soil of the 
United States. As the car bearing him 
approached the stand, there was a rush 
of spectators for the bridge entrance, 
some of them: climbing over the press 
tables and standing upon chairs and 
tables to gain a better view. Noticeable 
in the crowd of eager spectators were 
the light dresses of many girls and some 
women. Some of them were visibly dis- 
appointed that the youthful heir to the 
throne was not attired in his usual 
swanky uniform, but wore less colorful 
formal dress. 

The scene at the center of the span 
as the British and American parties 
met was marked by the utmost in- 
formality. The Prince of Wales, ad- 
vancing at the head of the visiting 
group, seemed a bit puzzled at first as 
to which person across the ribbon was 
Vice President Dawes. 

Then recognizing the Vice President 
by his pipe, the Prince hastened up to 
meet him, and both spoke a few cordial 
words of greeting. Then the prince 
was introduced to Secretary Kellogg. 

“T am very glad to meet you, Mr. 
Secretary,” said the prince, and then, 
stepping up closer to the secretary, he 
added, “I hear you’ve been golfing.

William ~C. Hoag, president of the Seneca 

ndians, died recently on his farm, which is 
ithin the Allegany reservation near Sala- 
anca, N. Y. 

f Hoag had been a warrior of the type of 
all, Geronimo, Sitting Bull or any of the 
core of outstanding military Indians, his pass- 
ng would have attracted much newspaper 
otice. But Hoag was a leader among his 
eople in the line of peace. 

Within New York State something like 
,500 Indians reside in 10 reservations, em- 
racing about 60,000 acres of land, more than 
ve-sixths of which is within the counties of 
llegany and Cattaraugus. The Seneca tribe, 
ver which Hoag had presided since 1882, con- 
sists of 2,485 people. Under the leadership of 

esident Hoag the Senecas have attained a 
high state of civilization. There are many 
ell educated men and women among them 
ho’ have won the respect of their white 
neighbors, with whom they are on terms of 
bsolute equality, except that they are not 
itizens and have no vote in the State elec- 
ions. On the other hand they are ‘‘a nation 
within a State,” and through their. council 
nact their own laws; and they execute them 
with less friction than obtains among their 
white neighbors.

in the most modern and approved agriculture. 
is farm is one of the finest in western New 
‘ork. The discovery of oil in his own county 
and in the adjoining State of Pennsylvania 
urnished an opportunity for the development 
of his business ability and was the means of 
making him a wealthy man.

ANOTHER DRY DRIVE. 


Enlistment of the individual citizen as an ad- 
begun in 
Washington, is to be made national if the Na- 
tional Civic League can force its program 
through Congress. Existing statutes in sup- 
port of the eighteenth amendment are not suf- 
ficient or severe enough, according to the presi- 
dent of the Civic League and its legislative 
superintendent, who challenges “Wayne B. 
Wheeler’s title as the most ardent prohibition- 
ist. The Seventieth Congress, the announce- 
ment foreshadows, will feel the pressure of the 
new and most militant dry organization. 

Prohibition of medicinal liquor and near 
beer, removal of the restrictions against search 
and seizure in dwellings, mandatory jail sen- 
tences for second convictions for prohibition 
violations and the legal right for any person or 
corporation to institute injunction or contempt 
proceedings are the planks in the Civic 
League’s platform. These amendments and ad- 
ditions to existing statutes will, according to 
their proponents, put teeth in the Volstead act. 

The amendment which Civic League leaders 
deem the most important is the one that would 
permit any individual or group to take the law 
into his own hands. “This will avoid the ne- 
cessity of depending on Federal attorneys or 
State prosecuting attorneys,”’ the candid cham- 
pion of the new order says, “‘who sometimes, in 
my experience, have refused to act.” Placing 
enforcement of the law in the hands of those 
who neither by authority or experience are 
qualified to act is evidently to be preferred. 

The National Civic League’s campaign will 
be watched with interest. There is some doubt, 
however, that Congress will be ready to abolish 
the bill of rights and surrender legal authority 
into the hands of those who are more likely to 
abuse it than respect it. The Constitution 
can not be rewritten in any such off-hand fash- 
ion as the National Civic League demands. 


WHAT'S IN A NAME? 


The Governor of Georgia has discovered that 
there is a great deal in a name, especially in a 
Christian name, in spite of the query pro- 
pounded by Will Shakespeare. 

There are two brothers in Cartersville, Ga., 
named Neel. One of the twain was a warm 
supporter of Gov. Hardman in the last cam- 
paign, while the other brother got out and 
hustled for the opposing candidate, John N. 
Holder. 

Recognizing the patriotism and efficient 
services of the supporting Neel, the governor 
desired to reward him by thrusting upon him 
an office. Evidently if Fred D. Neel had sought 
the place, the governor would have had on file 
some document, in the form of an application, 
which would have posted him as to the name 
of his supporter. As he appointed J. M. Neel, 
jr., the henchman of his opponent, it stands to 
reason that Fred had no papers on file. 

But it was Fred, not J. M., whom Gov. Hard- 
man jntended to appoint city solicitor for 
Cartersville, and now. he is asking his ap- 
pointee, J. M., to decline the appointment. But 
that gentleman is disinclined to oblige the chief 
executive and will hang on to the office, as he 
rather likes the place, the duties of which are 
not onerous. It appears that the governor has 
no power to remove an official who is as effi- 
cient as J. M. intends to be. 


THE HOUSE OF MORGAN. 


Partnership in the Morgan firm is the great 
prize of American finance. No one familiar 
With financial affairs questions the fact that 
those who have been accepted as a part of its 
organization have arrived at the forefront of 
their profession. The institution remains, de- 
spite the assaults of other combinations and 
the passing of its founder, the most powerful 
banking organization in the United States, if 
not the world. 

The estate of Edward R. Stettinius reveals 
that membership in the Morgan firm carries 
with it no good will value whatever. The 
amount, running jinto millions, that others 
would pay to exchange places with the holder 
of a membership can not under the rules of the 
firm be capitalized for one penny. It can not 
be transferred or passed on, and with the death 
of a member can not be listed as a material 
possession to be used for the benefit of his 
heirs. 

This and other revelations made by J. P. 
Morgan in connection with the settlement of 
the Stettinius estate show the feudal nature of 
the group. The present head of the firm exer- 
cises veto power in decisions that are made. 
He is also the sole judge of the interest that 
a withdrawing member may have in the capi- 
tal, individual profits and credit balances of the 
firm. It is provided that the house of Morgan 
may not bear that name fifteen years after a 
lineal descendant of Mr. Morgan, bearing his 
name, ceases to be a member. 

All of these practices are in sharp contrast 
to the prevailing theories of the present day 
in which corporate action and responsibility 
have so largely succeeded private control of 
business. In the United States the Morgan 
firm is in a class by itself. No other business 
of comparable wealth-and size is still con- 
ducted after the ancient manner. Other men 
may dominate large industries, but they do not 
have autocratic control. 


FIVE HUNDRED NAVY FLIERS. 


The policy of the Navy Department under 
which it is ordained that every ‘“‘middy”’ in the 
Naval Academy must take a course in flying, 
promises to give the United States an air force 
personnel at least equal to that of any other 
nation. 

* The Annapolis class of 1927 in training this 
summer covered 30,502 miles in the air, and 
about one-half the entire class, 262 ensigns in 
all, have qualified as fliers. The second group 
of the '27 class, numbering 260 ensigns, which 
started training July 18, will probably equal 
the record of their fellow classmen, there- 
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Annapolis graduates who have been trained for 
this service a considerable force of marine offi- 
cers has qualified during the summer, and the 
studermt fliers in training at Pensacola are re- 
ported to. have given excellent accounts of 
themselves as aviators in embryo. 

The flights of Lindbergh, Chamberlin and 
Byrd across the Atlantic, together with the 
Hawaiian journey of Maitland and Hegenber- 
ger, have given a wonderful impulse to aerial 
navigation, resulting in the organization of a 
score or more corporations for the purpose of 
establishing regular air service for passengers 
and freight, which will necessarily create a de- 
mand for air pilots by those companies. It 
would be natural to expect that many naval 
aviators will be tempted to leave the service 
for more lucrative places, just as the most 
competent officers who have shown great abil- 
ity in the line of construction have been at- 
tracted by steel corporations, shipbuilders and 
other commercial concerns. Doubtless there 
will be frequent resignations among the latest 
groups to qualify as fliers. But ‘flying pay” 
in the Navy means that the lieutenant who is 
qualified to “‘wear the wings’ draws 50% 
more pay than those whose duties are purely 
nautical, and this fact will serve to keep the 
personnel up to requirements, especially as 
present indications point to the qualifying of 
at least 500 new naval fliers each year. 


DIRECTED RADIO. 


Inauguration of “beamed” radio for trans- 
atlantic purposes within a month is announced 
by the Radio Corporation of _America. The 
preliminary promise is that messages may be 
sent at a speed far beyond that now prac- 
ticable, and solely to the station to which they 
are addressed. Transmission is expected to 
surpass 250 words a minute by elimination of 
code and by substitution of the photographic 
process. The system has been developed from 
experiments first conducted by Marconi more 
than five years ago. 

The “beam” system, according to its propo- 
nents, brings two new elements to radio trans- 
mission and reception. With its use it is said 
to be possible to direct impulses so that they 
no longer radiate in all directions. In the past 
there has been little if any such control. The 
impulses of a station might travel for thou- 
sands of miles in one direction and reach only 
for a short distance in another. It is also pos- 
sible to shut out all eavesdroppers. Stations 
or receiving sets that are not adjusted to the 
“beam” can not pick up messages, as was pos- 
sible in the first tests with transatlantic tele- 
phony. Privacy, so essential to successful in- 
terchange of business or personal matters; is 
assured. 

The “beam”’ may, therefore, lead to the in- 
auguration of an entirely new day in radio re- 
ception. Through development of the same 
idea it may prove practicable for broadcasting 
stations to ‘‘beam” their programs. It would 
then be possible, through an alliance of the 
manufacturers and broadcasters, to confine 
programs to specified receiving sets. This 
would mean the end of the day in which the 
possessor of any set could tune in, within jts 
limits, on the many forms of entertainment of- 
fered on the air. It might lead to the condi- 
tion feared by some members of Congress 
during the consideration of radio legislation 
when a group of men would gain a monopoly 
on what was put “on the air.’’ It would, how- 
ever, provide a means of placing the broad- 
casting industry on a better economic basis, 
and intelligent use of directional control would 
prevent the clashing of stations. In any event, 
the perfection of the “beamed”’ radio is a mat- 
ter of extraordinary interest to the radio pub- 
lic and a phase of the situation that can not be 
overlooked in future radio legislation. 


JERUSALEM JUSTICE. 


The mills of justice work rapidly in Jerusa- 
lem today, as they did in the long ago, when 
Judea was a nation. 

Last May: three bandits held up the automo- 


‘bile of the Right Rev. Rennie McInnis, Anglican: 


Bishop of Jerusalem, and killed his chauffeur. 
They were caught and tried for murder. Two 
of the three were found guilty and promptly 
sentenced to be hanged. The third will serve 
fifteen years in penal servitude. 

There will be no interregnum of seven 
years between the sentence and the execution. 
Wherever the British brand of justice prevails 
the courts act promptly, especially in capital 
cases. Murderers on this side of the ocean 
seldom hear their fate as pronounced by the 
trial judge within a year of the date of the 
crime, and then, if they happen to have the 
price of the lawyer’s fee, appeals, writs of er- 
ror and many other methods for delaying the 
execution of the sentence serve to postpone 
the fatal day until the details of the crime are 
forgotten. Had the sentence of the court in 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case been carried out 
promptly, the world would not have been 
wrought up to the point which has been 
reached since Gov. Fuller announced his re- 
fusal to extend clemency to the condemned 
men. 

Murderers who are looking for locations 
should steer clear of Jerusalem. 


PUTTING IN TREES. 


Reforestation, which will figure in the flood 
discussion when Congress meets, is making fine 
progress. According to the forestry legislative 
survey just published by the American Tree 
Association, there are now 42 States that pro- 
vide for some forestry organization. 
vey shows the present area of State forests to 
be 6,838,936 acres. Seventy-three million trees 
were planted during the year. States that kept 
the lead in tree planting were Pennsylvania 
with 27,916,029, New York with 22,000,000 
and Michigan With 10,000,000. The State ap- 
propriation by Pennsylvania was $1,203,485. 

“The Mississippi River flood has directed the 
attention of the Nation as nothing else could to 
the need of providing forests at the headwa- 
ters of the Mississippi and its tributaries,’ says 
Charles Lathrop Pack, president of the associa- 
tion. “This phase of flood prevention is the 
only one I know of that will pay dividends in 
future years. We must put idle land to work 
growing trees.”’ 

Five times as many trees were planted in the 
various States in 1927 as were put out ten 
years ago. The States now realize the fact 
coming generations will face a lumber situation 
that will be a national problem of first im- 
portance.

Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 7 (AP.). 
After passing four strenuous days dis- 
cussing subjects looking toward church 
unity, delegates to the world confer- 
ence on faith and order have tem- 
porarily suspended full sessions to en- 
able groups of 100 to 150 to crytallize 
suggestions and draw up recommenda- 
tions for later examinations by the con- 
ference. The delegates represent all 
Christian denominations except Cath- 
olics and British Baptists. 

During the next three days sectional 
commissions, to which many American 
clergymen and laymen have been ap- 
pointed, will consider in private dis- 


cussion topics which already have been 
before the full conference.

CALL FOR CLEAN COURT 


Lafayette, Ind. Aug. 7 (A.P.).—A 
resolution in support of Dr. E. S. Shu- 


marker, superintendent of the Indiana 
Antisaloon League, and deploring the 
action of the State Supreme Court in 
holding Shumaker guilty of contempt 
for statements made in the annual report 
of the Anti-Saloon League eighteen 
months ago was adopted today by a 
standing vote of 1,500 delegates to the 
annual assembly of the Northwest In- 
diana Methodist Episcopal conference 
here. 

Sixty minister attending the confer- 
ence voluntesred to serve a day each in 
the p‘ace of Dr. Shumaker, sentenced 
at Indianapolis yesterday to sixty days 
at the State penal farm and fined $250. 
Jesse E. Martin, league attorney, also 
was found guilty on contempt charges, 
but sentence has not been pronounced. 

“We deplore this situation as conduc- 
tive to a loss of respect for tribunals 
and the high authority given to men 
in such positions of trust,” the resolu- 
tion reads. 

“Dr. Shumaker and Mr. Martin are 
our representatives and we stand by 
them and the Antisaloon League,” it 
continues. “We concur heartily in the 
dissenting opinion of the minority re- 
port of the court that ‘constructive 
criticism of judicial decisions is to be 
desired rather than stifled.’ 

“To be influenced by any selfish con- 
siderations is to subject the courts 
to condemnation and prepare the way 
for the wreck of all courts. Public 
opinion is pronouncing court decisions 
the product of selfishness and partisan 
influence. Therefore we call upon all 
good citizens to vote to secure clean 
courts and thus make possible unbiased 
decisions.” ~ 

The annual report of the saloon 
league accused certain justices of prej- 
udice in liquor cases. Dr. Shumaker 
is out on bond.

NEW BATTLE FOREGAST 
FOR NORTH CHINA RULE 


Feng Hu-Hsiang Massing 50-, 


Honan and Shantung. 


DRIVE ALSO IS LAUNCHED 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, Aug. 7.—The active reopen- 
ing of the civil war between the Na- 
tionalists and Marshal Chang Tsso-Lin 
for the mastery of the north, as well 
as active complications between the 
Nationalists and Japanese are fore- 
cast in the mobilization by the “Chris- 
tian general,” Feng Yu-Siang, of 50,000 
of his best troops on the border be- 
tween Honan and Shantung provinces 
with the intention immediately of 
starting a flank movement against the 
northern troops controlling Shantung. 
stationed along the Tientsen-Pukow 
Railway. 

Dr. C. T. Wang, former premier, who 
headed the Chinese delegation to the 
Silas Strawn conference at Peking, and 
who has joined the Christian general’s 
headquarters, yesterday telegraphed the 
Tribune correspondent that Gen. Feng, 
now in full cooperation with Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek, is launching a drive 
against the Fengtien position in Shan- 
tung province. 

This indicates the complete failure 
of the Japanese attempt to force a com- 
promise between Gen. Chiang and 
Marshal Chang and opens the field for 
a complete renewal of civil war between 
the north and south factions. 

Since the Japanese now are policing 
the entire Shantung Railway with gar- 
risons at all the stations for the ob- 
vious purpose of blocking a movement 
northward, complications are almost 
inevitable, particularly since _Gen. 
Chiang already has declared his inten- 
tion of treating the Japanese troops the 
same as the northern militarists in the 
event that the Japanese attempt inter- 
ference. Gen. Chiang recently seized 
several shiploads of German war sup- 
plies intended for Marshal Chang.

There is 
a sincerity about such minds, for they 
see directly, and the sympathy of such 
emotions is not the hot ardor of pas- 
sion nor the strife of the world, but a 
most intense affectional interest in 
which the person says: ‘I am the song 
I sing.

Such 
people are not so analytical as syn- 
thetical. They help bind, but do not 


disjoin. St. Francis, who felt that the

IN CONTRACT THERE IS A 
DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 
CONCERNING SLAM BIDDING; 
BE SURE YOU UNDERSTAND 
YOUR PARTNER’S THEORIES. 


There are two general bidding meth- 
ods by which Contract players reach 
the dizzy heights of slams. One is by 


showing their strength by conventional 
Bridge bids; the other is by introducing 
certain bids with special and un-Bridge 
meanings after the declaration has been 
“set;” that'is, after there has been an 
apparent “meeting of the minds” of the 
two partners. The declaration is “set” 
(with a meaning quite foreign to that 
of “set” in Bridge), when partners have 
agreed upon the best declaration. 
Bridge conventions are then thrown to 
the winds and further bids are accorded 
@ special slam meaning. After a suit 
has been “set,” bidding some other suit 
is supposed to show either the Ace of 
that suit, or no cards of it. 

When partners actually have slam 
material and the special bidding scheme 
works out successfully, the result is 
most beautifully thrilling and satisfac- 
tory; but only too frequently, due to 
some misunderstanding of the bids or 
to the fact that the information en- 
courages the slam hunters to aim too 
high, disaster attends those who are 
trying for the high premiums.

Answer: There is a mistaken idea 
abroad that a minimum of food— 
nearly a starvation ration—is the cor- 
rect and easiest way to reduce.. Of 
course, one should not satisfy an enor- 
mous appetite, but the reason for not 
doing so is as much a matter of gen- 
eral well-being as it -is of weight. 
Many nourishing foods do not con- 
tribute to excess weight. Fresh fruits 
(except bananas), fresh vegetables (ex- 
cept those which, like potatoes, contain 
@ large quantity of starch), whole- 
grain bread, milk and fresh water con- 
stitute seven-eighths of healthful diet. 
The fruits and the vegetables should be 
eaten raw when possible, and never 
prepared with quantities of sugar or 
spices or served with fancy sauces. 
Meats, fat fish, sweets, white bread, 
fancy drinks’ and an inactive life are 
chief reasons for overweight. Here is 
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build to your own taste, after the plans 
laid out above. 

Breakfast: Unsweatened grapefruit or 
sliced orange; cereal, coffee with hot 
milk, no sugar; 1 piece of dry whole- 
wheat toast. 

Lunch: Clear soup; fruit salad with 
lemon-juice dressing; a glass of butter- 
milk. ’ 

Dinner: Hot vegetable dinner with 
egg white, but without potatoes; 1 
piece of dry whole-wheat bread; raw 
celery; fresh sliced pineapple. 

By eating similar foods, I do not 
think you will crave a “bite” in the 
midafternoon. However, an apple, an 
orange or a pear may be eaten if you 
are hungry.

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REDISCOUNT FATE CUT 
REVIVES BOND MARKET 


Buying Orders Suddenly Ar- 
rive in Large Volume; List 
Becomes Strong. 


NEW FINANCING SHRINKS 


New York, Aug. 7 (Associated Press). 
The bond market last jweek aroused 


| 
itself from the dormant state which 


had held it since late in the spring. 
While the revival was gradual, signs of 
real activity did not become noticeable 
until around the middle of the week, 


when word went around the financial 
district that a reduction of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank’s rediscount 
rate in Thursday seemed ineVitable, 
Buying orders then flowed into the 
market in larger volume than has been 
seen in three months or more, and the 
list as a whole assumed a tone of 
strength. 

The recent decline in bankers’ ac- 
ceptances to 3\, per cent, % cent be- 
low the rediscount rate, the huge sup- 
ply of money present here and the cut 
in the rediscount rates of Kansas City 
and St. Louis gave the optimists plenty 
to talk about. The prediction that the 
rediscount charge would be lowered on 
Thursday was generally circulated on 
Wednesday, following the cut in St. 
Louis, and the bond market responded 
quickly to the prophesy, which was 
borne out Thursday afternoon, when 
the New York bank announced a new 
rate of 344 per cent. A similar reduc- 
tion in the Boston Federal Reserve 
Bank’s charge was simultaneously an- 
nounced. 

The way had been well paved for the 
return of the bond trade. to activity. 
Huge amounts of undigested new se- 
curities, which had been pouring into 
the overflowing reservoir for weeks, 
tapered off in the summer, and the 
record-breaking July reinvestment de- 
mand made large inroads on the sur- 
plus. A quiet accumulation of high- 
grade mortgages had been in evidence 
for several days at prices which for a 
time seemed to be virtually “pegged.” 
Thus an opportune situation had been 
created for a demonstration of strength 
following any major development of a 
constructive order. 

The news that President Coolidge had 
decided not to offer himself as a candi- 
date next year had scarcely any lasting 
effect on bonds. A number of con- 
vertible and other issues closely re- 
lated to stocks, as well as a few low- 
priced semispeculative liens,. were 
whirled about violently the morning 
after the announcement, but soon 
quieted down. 

The President's announcement, in its 
relation to the financial situation, was 


eonsidered of added importance because 


it was expected that the injection of 
a note of political uncertainty would 
tend to check excess speculation in 
securities following the reduction of 
the rediscount rate.

cigtions. 

Some members of the council feel 
that a special committee of citizens 
separate from the traffic council, 
should take charge of the campaign 
and direct it. 

‘The proposed campaign was pre- 
sented by H. V. Schriber, safety engi- 
meer of the Capital Traction Co. 

The central idea is to coordinate in a 
campaign for the education of motor- 
ists in accident prevention, all the 
groups and interests in the city. 


Central Idea Best. 


There is agreement among all per- 
sons interested in the traffic problem 
that the central idea of the plan is the 
right one. The most effective traffic 
safety campaign would be one in which 
the whole city was united. 

Judge Schuldt believes that a cam- 
paign for enforcement of the traffic 
law would be as far-reaching in its ef- 
fects, and is therefore just as necessary, 
as a campaign for the education of 
drivers and the public. Other judges 
agree that a campaign for education 
should go hand in hand with a cam- 
paign for traffic law enforcement. 

Judges who handle traffic cases 
stress the necessity, if any campaign 
for education is to realize its greatest 
effectualness, of selecting a dozen or so 
of the main regulations, and inculcat- 
ing these regulations on the minds of 
all motorists. 

It is the belief of judges that with 
this campaign to educate drivers in the 
essential regulations, the representative 
group of citizens conducting the cam- 
paign should combine a movement for 
the enforcement of all regulations. 


Should Aid Police. 


They should give especial attention, 
in their campaign for safety, to the 
police department which is working for 
them, and should strive to assist this 
—, in the enforcement of the 
aw. : 

It is the belief of judges that the 
campaign body should find out how 
many policemen there are enforcing 
traffic regulations, and how many are 
producing results. 

While a general campaign is under 
consideration, the. American dAuto- 
mobile Association is planning this 
fall and winter, the biggest safety cam- 
paign that the organization has ever 
conducted here, according to C. P. 
Clark, assistant general manager. 


Pian School Drive. 


The association will conduct an in- 
tensive campaign for about three days 
before the opening of school, according 
to Mr. Clark. A- movement will be 
started to have mothers caution their 
children, and a campaign will also be 
conducted among drivers. The min- 
isters will be requested to warn their 
congregations the Sunday before the 
opening of school, and an effort will 
be made to enlist the Boy Scouts in 
placing posters. 

Mr. Clark will endeavor to have the 
schoolboy patrol assembled before the 
opening of school for lectures and gen- 
eral organization for the work of pro- 
tecting smaller children during the 
year. The schoolboy patrol will be 
conducted on a larger scale than ever 
this year. The association’s light test 
will be repeated in October and the 
brake test some time later, perhaps in 
November.
